Judge McLean's Opinion". 


• " 0, what a tangled web we weave, 
When first we practice to deceive. — Scott. 
Among the threatening symptoms of the 


times the general substitution of sectional 
expediency and popular impulse for consti- 
.utional law and national principles seems to 
me to be among the most alarming. So 
iong as the Supreme Court of the United 
States continued to occupy a position too ele- 
vated to be:reached by the contaminating 
influences of the shifting opinions and pas- 
sions of the day, our ship of State had at 
least one secure anchor on which to depend 
in seasons of storm and conflict. But alas, 
it would now seem as if the last hope of the 
Republic had yielded to the sectional press- 
ure of the day, and lelt us to combat alone 
—surrounded by rocks and sands— the fury 
of the contending elements. Where is the 
American, citizen who has a spark. of that 
patriotic love and pride of country that ani- 
mated the : breasts of our forefathers who 
can contemplate the distorted opinions put 
forth by some of the judges .of that once 
venerated tribunal and compare them with 
the obvious meaning of the constitutional 
clauses they so manifestly mean to wrench 
and pervert — or with their own views ex- 
pressed on former occasions — when the pop- 
ular breath was more calm, or perhaps blew 
in another direction, without experiencing a 
eeling of shame bordering on contempt for 
men who have so wickedly betrayed the 
ugh trust committee! to them. :Take, for 
nstance, Judge McLean's views ol:the third 
ection* of Article 4th of the Constitution of 
he United States, as expiWsed in his opin- 
onin theDred Scott case — and compare 
t with those he has expressed and pub- 
ished on former occasions and under dif- 
ferent influences. 
. .. . 
.' . 


The second clause of the third section of 


the Article, says:— "The Congress shal 
lave power to dispqseof and make all need- 
ill rules and regulations, respecting the ter- 
ritory or other property belonging to the 
United States ; and nothing in this Consti- 
tution shall be so construed as to prejudice 
ny claims of the United States, or of any 
larticular State." 


Judge McLean in his late opinion, says, 


n relation to this section—" If the. third sec- 
ion were before us now for consideration for 
:he ttret time, under the facts stated, I could 
ot hesitate to say there was adequate ler/is- 
ative power given in it. 
The power to 


make all needful rules and regulations, is 
apower to legislate. This no one will con- 
trovert, as* Congress cannot make ' rules 
and regulations,', except by legislation. — 
But it is argued that the , word territory is 
used as synonymous with the word lands; 
and that the rules and regulations of Con- 
gress are limited to the disposition of land 
znd other property belonging to the United 
States. That this is not the true, construc- 
tion of the section appears from the fact 
that in the first line of - the section ' the 
jower to dispose of the publiclandsf is given 
:xpressly and in addition, to 'make all need- 
ill rules and regulations. The power to 
dispose of is complete in itself, and requires 
nothing mo.re. It authorises Congress to 
use the proper means within its discretion, 
and a further provision for this purpose 
would be a useless verbiage. As a compo- 
sition, the Constitution is remarkably Iree 
"rom such a charge." 


Here, then, we have it distinctly avowed 


by one of the judges of the Supreme Court 
of the United States the only legal expoun- 
der of the Constitution— that the words — 


The Congress shall have power ti dispose 


of," 
" authorises Congress to use the proper 


means within its discretion" to dispose of 
;he national territory or kind, and that any 
' further provision for -this purpose would be 
a useless verbiage." Verily, verily, has not 
a Daniel indeed come to judge us. I know 
of but one instance on record where an in- 
ference comparable to this can be adduced : 
it is in the text taken by some clergyman 
who was straightened to find a passage of 
scripture that would apply to an unseemly 
pra-tice indulged in by the ladies of his con- 
gregation in the disposal of their hair, until 
he lighted upon the 17th verse of the 24th 
chapter of Matthew, " Let him which is on 
the house-top not come down to take iny- 
thing out of his house? Like Judge Mc- 
Lean's, the minister's difficulty vanished, 
" Top not come down" was a text exactly 
suited to his purpose, " complete in itself" 
and free from "useless verbiage."— *• At cer- 
tain stages of his existence it may be very 
properly conceded that ten years .may work 
l*reat changes in an honest man's opinions. 
But before a judge of so august a tribunal 
as that of the Supreme Court of the United 
States assumes the ermine of oifice,we should 
expect that his opinions in regard to the 
meaning of the Constitution should have been 
pretty well matured. 
Let us, however, 


compare Judge McLean's views in 1857 as 
expressed in the Dred Scott case, with those 
expressed by him ten years previous on the 
same clause of the Constitution. 


In an article published in the National In- 


telligencer, December '2'2d, 1847, furnished 
by Judge McLean (as stated by the editors 
in a subsequent issue,) in commenting on 
the clause before referred to the distinguish- 
iid jurist, says :— " In the third section of the 
fourth article it is declared that Congress 
iihall have power to dispose: of and make 
(ill needful rules and regulations respecting 
|.he territory or other property belonging to 
j.he Unitcdj'States,' 
Tlie powerliere given,

interest, they have the power to prohibit 
them from becoming settlers in it. This can 
be sustained on the ground of a sound na- 
tional policy, which is m clearly shown in 
our history by practical results, that it would 
seem no considerate individual can ques- 
tion it," ". so clearly shown" it seems as not 
to be. " controverted" as on the former oc: 


casion. 


But hfcre it would seem to me the Judge 


has accorded to the popular clamor more 
than was bargained for. He might have 
safely given to Congress the power to ei- 
clude slaves— but to shut out by the same 
rule free colored persons — (citizens of the 
United States of course,) proves too much. 
If Congress has this power, why may it not 
in its discretion shut out Seapoys, Chinese, 
Japanese, Hottentots, Turks, Mormons, and 
finally Irish, French, Spaniards, and every 
other race, excepting the pure Anglo-Saxen, 
on "the ground of a sound nationalpol- 
icg." According to th? Judge's complica- 
tions, Congress may shut all these, not only 
out of free territory, but out of free States, 
in which the General Government owns ter- 
ritory or land. 


VVhen, 0 when, -will the people of this 


country learn to read something besides 
party newspapers and to think for them- 
selves, instead of permitting brainless theor- 
is's and '-nprincipled demagogues to lead 
them by the nose to folly and destruction. 
Stripped of the verbiage that these have dis- 
figured it with, the Constitution of the Uni- 
ted States, is to plain that it would seem ; 
that none could err in its meaning. It is 
founded on the great principle that our fore- 
fathers contended for against the power of 
Britain, 
that no one man or community 


of men should make laws for another com- 
munity. Fresh irom the bloody conflict on 
this great question, our predecessors in form- 
ing and enacting the Constitution adhered 
as strictly as possible to this great and fun- 
dament?.! principle. 
In the matter of the 


seat of Government and other small sites 
for arsenals, fortifications, &&, the existing; 
State of things imperatively required a slight 
departure frffathe rule,— and in relation to 
these the power to legislate " in all cases 
whatsoever" — was emphatically conferred on 
Congress. But no such power was confer- 
red on that body, in regard to the land or 
"territory" as it was designated in the lan- 
guage current in that day. Neither was it 
intended to be. Our predecessors had faith 
in the ability of men to legislate for them- 
selves,whether their lot were cast in an* or- 
ganized State or in a wilderness territory. 
The Constitution gives no power to acquire 
or to govern territory or land. In the lan- 
guage of Washington, the President of the 
Convention that frame 1 the Constitution, — 
the endeavor to establish a new general gov- 
ernment was not "so much for glory as 
for existence." " It was for a long time 
(says he) doubtful, whether we were to sur- 
vive as an independent republic, or decline 
from our federal dignity into insignificant 
and withered fragments of empire." Here 
is the secret why power was not 
on the Generjldovernment by the Constitu- 
tion, either to acquire or rule territory, and 
why, what it already possessed was consid- 
ered and treated merely as property in that 
instrument, — making lapd subject to simi- 
lar "rules and regulations" in the way and 
for tne purposes of disposing of it, that it 
does for a cast away public ship or the re- 
fuse timber and materials of a navy yard.T— 
A powerful and the most powerful party op- 
posed to the adoption of the Constitution, 
were proclaiming far and near that the Fed- 
eral Government would eventually absorb 
the powers of the individual States, '^his 
bug bear would in all probability have "been 
uased with sufficient eifecE to have defeated 
the adoption of the Constitution had that 
instrument conferred on the Federal Gpv- 
ernmeut the power to acquire territory, or 
legislate therein. 
Sufficient for the day is 


the evil thereof, was the prevailing senti- 
ment. After a General Government was 
established and found to suit well, if deem- 
ed expedient, amendments might be made 
and were made to the Constitution, but none 
in relation to territory. The treaty b; 
'.vhich Louisiana was acquired, and whicl 
guarantees slavery throughout the whole 
territory, — Missouri and Kansas included. 
was executed by Thomas Jefferson whilst 
avowing that the acquisition was not war- 
ranted by the Constitution. It was probr- 
bly the first premeditated departure from 
constitutional law on the part of the Fede- 
ral Government, and that departure has 
proved a pandora's box of evil to us. which 
to all appearance is destined to make a 
breach between the Southern and Northern 
sections of this country that will eventually 
enable a far more dangerous and foreign 
directed party than any that existed among 
our forefathers, to forment into deadly and 
exterminating strife the two sections, and 
finally when weakened and distracted by 
bloody civil strife, to enter into power be- 
tween the two, and for a time at least wield 
a despotic rule. 


At the period of the adoption of the Con- 


stitution negro slavery was not the anomo- 
lous institution it now appears in Northern 
eyes. It existed in all,' or nearly all, of 
the States. At that day the negro race wag 
not regarded as being entitled to the privi- 
leges ot freemen by the people of the United 
States generally, more than we of Rhode 
Island deem paupers to be at the present 
day, although public opinion would not then 
(in the Northern btates at 1 '..'st) permit o: 
their being abused to the extent that pau- 
pers may be and are now occasionally sub 
jected to among us without the possibility oi 
obtaining redress. 


That slavery is an institution 'a't war with 


sound morality there can be no question. — 
Our constitution, however, recognizes it as 
a lawful institution, entitled to the prot > 
tion of the Federal Government so far as 
specially provided for in that instrument. 
aud no farther, neither affirmatively noi 
negatively. Our predecessors educated and 
accustomed to regard slavery for the most 
part as a harmless and established institu- 
tion — did not foresee the disastrous influ- 
ence it was destined to exert in our coun- 
try. They did not foresee that the intro- 
duction of the growth of Cotton in Southei 
latitudes was to give it a permanence and 
fixedness in that section alter it hud become 
extinct in the Northern States. Hut even 
if they had foreseen all this, it is not prob- 
able that they would have complicated the 
Constitution with denunciatory or prohibi- 
tory provision* respecting it. 
The question

blic interest" a charter of despotism 
>ad enough, one would think, to satisfy 


the cravings for power of an Alexander or 
a Nero. In the language of Jodge Mc- 
Lean, the Charter it "too clear t» De-con- 
troverted." 
' 
How dirffent might have been our situ- 


ation at the present momeat had the friends 
of the negro confined their endeavors in his 
behalf to the exertion of moral influences.— 
How different if the passions and fears of 
the South had never been aroused by forcing 
the question into politics. Who doubts that 
long before this Deleware, Maryland, Vir- 
ginia, N. Carolina, Kentucky and Missouri 
would have been free from the curse of Sla- 
very. Still again—what might have been 
the proud the magnificent attitude of this 
country in the eyes of the world had we of 
the North on wh'om rests the greater crime 
of tearing fiom Africa her helpless children 
and of conveying them through the horrors 
of the middle passage to hopeless bondage 
cm the sultry plantations at the.South, yea, 
and who at the present day scarce lift our 
voices to stay the devastating trade in hu- 
man flesh that is still carried on by North- 
ern citizens/ from northern ports, while we 
move heaven and earth to avenge the sec- 
ondary evils 
inflicted by our brethren at 


the South, on the same hapless race. If, I 
say, instead of quarrelling among ourselves 
on the subject of ue»ro slavery, we had, one 
and all, South and North, East and West— 
united alone man and with an herculean ef- 
fort educated and defranchized by harmo- 
nious action and just remuneration, the ne- 
gro race within our borders and transferred 
them as missionaries of light and liberty 
b the shores of their father land, thereto 
bonvey the blessings of christianitv and of 
freedom acquired even in a land of slavery 
among the benighted and far more suffering 
.One hundred millions of their fellow race— 
night not.by our pursuing such a course.the 
lesigns of an equal and just but mysterious 
'rovidence have been carried out, and the 
ieeming curse of negro slavery have thus

n-ejudices, if not for an intense hatred 
against England. 
Under the administra- 


ion of these latter gentlemen, the Senate 
if the United States in special session took 
up the treaty sent them by Mr. Dallas, (a, 
:reaty which is understood to have been en- 
irely acceptable to Mr. Pierce and Mr. 
Marey) attached to it certain amendments 
for the sole purpose as we believe of defeat- 
ng it, and sent it back to England for the 
concurrence of that government in those 
amendments. 
This course on the part of 


Jie Senate, as was anticipated, has given 
the death blow to the Dallas Clarendon 
treaty-and we are now further from an ami- 
cable settlement of these vexed questions, 
than we were seven years ago. So much 
for merely political diplomacy. In the con- 
struction put upon the Clayton Bulwer 
treaty, England was clearly in the wrong.— 
But now, truth and candor compel us to ac- 
knowledge, that the blame rests upon our 
own governmen*- 
The Dallas Clarendon 


treaty as amended by the Senate with one 
exception; in our view of it, is based upon 
principles of stern justice and the most per- 
fect reciprocity. The single exception above 
alluded to and which is understood to have 
i'illed the treat)', places England, strange 
as it may appear,in the attitude of being the 
Champion of Freedom, and our own coun- 
try, the land of the free " and the home of 
the brave, in the unenviable position of at- 
tempting in this underhand manner to ex- 
tend the area of Slavery. 
It is understood 


that Lord Napier, the present English min- 
ister at AVashington, has recently held a 
long and earnest conference with the Presi" 
dent, and informed him officially, that his 
own government accepted all the Sen" 
ate's Amendment's save one, and that one 
the sole and exclusive ground of rejecting 
the treaty. 
What does the reader think 


this single exception to be, this sole and ex- 
clusive ground of rejecting a treaty, which 
if ratified would most surely have secured 
the blessings of a lasting peace, but being 
rejected may lead to all the direful horrors 
of war ? It is no more nor less than this, a 
relusal on the part of Democratic America 
to recognize as valid a treaty made by Mo>- 
arclr.el England, with the little State 01 
Honduras, guaranteeing the existence 01 
freedom within her borders. Let the world 
judge who is right and who wrong.

ritory. 
He declared his fixed determina- 


tion to do even-tiling in his power to secure 
for the people of the territory a full, free and 
nnbiased vote upon the constitution which 
mijjht be offered for their adoption. 
He 


believed this to be their right — a right 
guarantied to them by the fundamental law 
of the territoiy and by the •. constitution of 
the U. S. — and' he should consider it not 
only a point of law and of official duty, but 
a point of honor as a man and a gentleman, 
to do everything in his power to secure 
them such a vote. All the other questions 
which had created dissension in the territory 
lie considered merely preliminary to this, 
and if this were properly adjusted lie be- 
lieved all dissension in the territory would 
cease.
